Paris, Aug. 7—Julius Peidl, prem ­ 
ier of the New 
Hungarian govern­ 
ment, has 
been 
overthrown,

peace conference 
was 
advised to­ 
day. 
The report stated that Arch­ 
duke Joseph had established a gov­ 
ernment. 
The coup d’etat by which Peidl 
was overthrown was carried! out by 
the Hungarian police, it was said. 
There was no disorder. 
The police 
arrested the members of the cabinet 
while they were holding an official 
session. 
It was held by the peace confer­ 
ence today that the Rumanian ulti­ 
matum to the Hungarians, demand­ 
ing surrender of materials, upsets 
the reparation terms of the Austrian 
treaty. 
French divisions in the Orient, it 
was learned today, may be ordered 
to Budapest in case the Rumanian 
lorces do not leave as ordered by the 
allies. 
A small force of American troojw, 
under Captain Noyes, together with 
minor detachments of French, Brit­ 
ish and Czechs, ,are now occupy­ 
ing Budapest jointly with the R u­ 
manians, advices to the peace con­ 
ference said today.

Attorney General Palmer Orders Alt 


Other Investigations and Work 


Side-tracked.

W ashington, August 7.— An arm y 
of more than 1,000 agents and em­ 
ployes of the department of justice 
toda plunged into

hunt for evidence to gain wholesale 
Convictions of 
food 
profiteers and 
price gougers. 
Spread over every section of the 
I iii ted States, this force of investi­ 
gators began work under orders of 
200 federal attorneys. United States 
m arshals and 
deputies 
will 
help. 
Assistance is available from a corps 
of trained 
agents 
of 
the federal 
trade commission. 
And keeping in 
personal touch with the entire situ* 
adon. Attorney General Palmer w as 
in his office here today directing the 
work. 
“ I ordered everything 
else side­ 
tracked,” he said. 
Fir-t arrests are expected within 
a few days, it was said at Palmer’s 
office. 
Convicted profiteers may face jail 
terms under the war time food con­ 
trol acts which gave Palmer author­ 
ity to order the “ (‘lean up” in tele­ 
grams he sent to all federal district 
attorneys late yesterday.

Eight cucumbers sliced one-half 
inch thick; stand in saltwater over 
night; drain.

In 
the morning add six teaspoons celery

“Honey is said' to aet as a pre­ 
servative, so that its use in canning 
fruits should be advantageous. How­ 
ever, it is as necessary to have the 
jars tightly sealed for keeping as in 
any other kind of fruit canning.” 
says Mrs. A. Louise Andrea, a tea­ 
cher and lecturer on home econom­ 
ics, in a small book entitled “Home 
I binning, Drying and 
Preserving/’ 
which she has just issued for the 
benefit of 
those 
housewives 
who 
would can as many fruits, vegeta­ 
bles, etc., as }>ossible for the winter 
table. 
Speaking of u.-ing honey, in­ 
stead of 
sugar, 
as a 
sweetening 
agent, she writes that she diluted it 
with cold water, using it, as a rule, 
in the proportion of half honey and; 
half water, although with very juicy 
fruits she prefers 1V4 cups of honey 
or sometimes even I 1-3 cups to I 
cup o f ‘cold water or fruit juice. The 
following directions for canning with 
honey, which Mrs. Andrea includes 
in her book, 
may be interesting to 
those with fruit to can, and especi­ 
ally to those who keep bees and have 
plenty of honey to use instead of su­ 
gar.

“Honeyed Egg Plums—I cup cold 
water, I cup extracted honey. Ripe, 
white plums. 
“Wash plums in cold waiter; dry 
with ai towel. Prick each one 4 or 5 
limes with a needle. 
Have boiling 
hot sirup, made from honey and cold 
water, boiled together 5 minutes. 
Remove plums and pack them into 
hot, sterilized jars; add honey sirup 
to fill, adjust rubbers and covers,

I hen allow the jam to simmer gently. 
During the cooking process it is nec­ 
essary to skim the jam frequently. 
Hook the mixture until it is thick, 
stirring constantly to prevent burn­ 
ing. 
When a little of the jam falls 
in heavy drops from a spoon, it is 
ready to be poured into the glasses. 
Then hot. w*et, .sterilized glasses a*v 
filled to within one-half inch of the 
top with the jam.
